At the corner of east Mam and Franklm 


streets, m this city, is tbe well known wa- 
gon and carnage factory of Kramer & 
McClelland, from which has been, and is 
being turned out, work which in quality 
of material, and style of finish, is equal to 
that turned out by any establishment in the 
country 
The building in which this firm 


does ita work is a two-story brick 100 by 
22, with wing at the west end 22 by 40 
which is also two-story. The first floor to 
the depth of about 80 feet ia used as ajblack- 
smith shop. Over this are the painting, 
trimming and .finishing rooms, occupying 
the entire second floors of both the mam 
building and the wing About 20 feet west 
of the mam building on Main street, is a 
frame shop about 25 by 60 feet m size, in 
which all tho wood work is done. On the 
first floor of the wing, and extending 
across the north end of the mam building, 
is the ware room for finished work, where 
may be seen as fine specimens of workman- 
ship as can be found anywhere. 


Prominent among these specimens of 


finished work is a pony phaeton made for 
L)r Ira Barnes at a cost of ?3SO. The fin- 
ish of this job is in every respect superb, 
and the triple spring upon which it sets, 
and which is used by no olher factory in

other beautiful piece of work is an Ypsilan- 
ti slide seat carriage made for E. McNabb, 
which also has the triple spring 
The 


front seat of this carriage is a beautiful 
piece of handiwork, it being susceptible of 
three changes as a seat, and by a fourth 
change it slides under the other seat where 
it is so completely concealed that no one 
would suspect tho existence of any such 
attachment 
Both of these beautiful vehi- 


cles will soon appear upon our streets, 
where they cannot fail to attract general 
attention, and excite unqualified admira- 
tion
